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Belleville DDA announces 
purchases near of 3 properties

Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority has announced the final stages 
in purchase of three downtown properties. 

At the regular meeting of the DDA on 
Jan. 17, chairperson Alicia McGovern 
announced that the DDA was wrapping up 
the purchases of three properties. 

She said the purchase of 258 Main St. is 
almost complete and they are in the process 
of working on the paperwork for 458 Main 
St. and 25 Fifth St. 

There were no further comments on the 
properties. The 258 Main St. site is a vacant 
lot next to Morton’s Pharmacy, the former 
Chamber of Commerce headquarters. The 
DDA in the past had discussed that site, the 
former location of a gas station, as a good 
place for a parking lot. 

The 458 Main St. property is the former 
hardware store, where a U-Haul business 
now has its office, and 25 Fifth St. houses 
a barber shop. 

A proposed closed-door session was 
removed from the agenda. The DDA had 
held several closed sessions during recent 
meetings to discuss purchase of property. 

In other business at its 22-minute meeting 
on Jan. 17, the DDA: 

e Removed from the agenda the “DDA Best 
Practices” presentation by DDA attorney 
Kevin Kilby. Chairperson McGovern 
said that will be deferred to the 9:30 a.m., 
Feb. 17, strategic planning session at the 
Belleville Area District Library. Lori Ward, 
Northville DDA director, will also be 
present then for a presentation; 

e Reelected McGovern as chairperson 
for 2024; Denise Baker as secretary; and 
Sabrina Richardson-Williams as treasurer. 
Kelly McWilliams said she wished to step 
down as vice-chairperson and so John 
Winter was unanimously elected to that 
position; 

e Selected members for 2024 for the 
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Marketing and Community Engagement 
committee: Chris Donley as chairperson, 
McWilliams, Winter, Mike Gatteri, and 
non-DDA member Rachel McGovern; 

e Selected members for the Economic 
Development committee: McGovern as 
chairperson, Baker, and Mc Williams; 

e Selected members for the Budget & 
Finance committee: Baker as chairperson, 
Gatteri, Richardson-Williams; 

e Selected members for the Events/ 
Culture and Arts committee: Richardson- 
Williams and Winter; 

e Approved accounts payable of $16,015, 
which included a $300 payment for “TC 
Drone Photography of Denton Cemetery,” 
$8,598.25 to Garden Fantasy on Main for 
autumn and winter decorations, and $6,868 
to McGraw Morris P.C. for legal services; 

e Discussed the street repair needed at 
the Main/Liberty/Denton corner. City 
Manager Jason Smith said he talked to 
Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara and when they are working on 
the Denton Road Bridge, maybe it can be 
worked out to use the township people to 
fix that; 

e Heard Gatteri ask about the proposed 
left-turn signal at the corner of Main and 
N. Liberty. Mayor Ken Voigt explained 
that county traffic engineers said it’s better 
not to have a light there now. There are 
four traffic lights on Main Street and they 
have to be synchronized for traffic to flow. 
Assistant City Manager Steve Jones said 
the signal there is outdated and the county 
wants to wait until after the bridge work is 
done to reassess that corner. Mayor Voigt 
said they’ve been told that would be a 
$200,000 item; and 

e Heard Mayor Voigt say the parking 
lot by the Veterans Memorial needs to be 
sealcoated and restriped and the landscape 
beds worked on. He was told that is on the 
DDA Follow-Up List for things to do.

Belleville Police refile charges 
against driver found with fetanyl

Christian Devon Harris, 22, formerly 
of Van Buren Township and now of 
Southfield, was charged with delivering/ 
manufacturing narcotics and possessing 
a controlled substance when 56 fentanyl 
tablets were found in the borrowed car he 
was driving on May 2, 2021 in the city 
of Belleville. He also was charged with 
driving while license suspended. 

On Dec. 6, an exam was held at 34" 
District Court and the drug charges were 
dismissed. At his pretrial on Dec. 20 
on the DWLS charge, that charge also 
was dismissed through a motion of the 
prosecuting attorney. Case was closed. 

The court then advised the city of 
Belleville to return the $2,700 in cash taken 
from Harris during his arrest. At its Jan. 


16 meeting, the Belleville City Council 
approved accounts payable including a 
check for $2,718.39 to Harris from the 
police department’s drug forfeiture fund 
where it had been placed. 

The case was refiled on Jan. 4 and Harris 
was atraigned on Jan. 17 by Judge Lisa 
Martin. Defense attorney Kevin Martin 
objected, saying the charges already had 
been dismissed, most recently by Judge 
Martin herself. He filed a motion to dismiss 
at 6:28 p.m. the night before this scheduled 
10:15 a.m. arraignment / probable cause 
conference. 

Judge Martin set the next probable cause 
conference on the charges for Feb. 21 and 
the hearing on attorney Martin’s motion 
also was set for Feb. 21. 

Attorney Martin said this was the third

changes to boat parking ordinance

At its first reading of the amended zoning 
ordinance on seasonal boat parking in 
driveways recommended by the planning 
commission, Belleville City Council 
members suggested slight changes to the 
document. 

That was at their regular meeting on Jan. 
16. The ordinance amendment is scheduled 
for its second reading and possible adoption 
at the council’s next meeting on Feb. 5. 

Mayor Pro Tem Kelly Bates asked why 
the dates had been shortened from those 
first suggested. They now are from May 1 
to Sept. 15. 

“I saw a boat in the water on Christmas 
Eve,” she said referring to years with higher 
temperatures. 

Councilwoman Julie Kissel, who sits on 
the commission as council liaison, said 
the dates were discussed and this was 
considered a good idea. She had commented 
at the commission meeting that boat owners 
could always get their boats out of storage to 
use them late in the season. 

Councilwoman Kissel said the city could 
try it for a year and, “If it’s a mess, we can 
pull it back and do something else.” 

Councilman Randy Priest said a picture 
or drawing would help, since the words in 
the ordinance are hard to understand when 
talking of measurements to the sidewalk and 
street. 

He mentioned: “at least 12 feet from the 
street, measured from the edge of the nearest 
dwelling...” as being hard to picture. 

City Manager Jason Smith, who wrote 
the amendment wording, said he can put in 
diagrams and, “We can clean that up for the 
next meeting.” 

Councilman Priest, a retired teacher, said 
the ordinance wording is one long sentence 
with too many commas and he would like to 
see that easier to read. 

Mayor Voigt said, “I read it myself and I 
think it’s good... The planning commission 
did do a very nice job.” 

In other business at the one-hour-and-22- 
minute meeting on Jan. 16, the council: 

e Approved in one motion all of the 
Belleville Central Business Community’s 
requests for special events: Flop E Bunny 
Candy Hunt at Victory Park from 11:30 a.m. 
to 2:30 p.m. on March 30; Farmer’s Market 
on Mondays, 4-7:30 p.m. from June 3 to 
Oct. 14, Fourth Street Square and Fourth 
Street Place; Memorial Day Parade/Farmers 
Market from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on May 27; 
and Taste of Belleville, 6-8 p.m., Aug. 15. 
Approval for the parade was stipulated by 
the city receiving a map of the parade route 
planned; 

e Approved the mayor’s reappointment 
of Kelly McWilliams to the Downtown 


Development Authority with a term to 
expire Dec. 31, 2027; 

e Discussed the Social Media Policy 
written by the city manager, who said it is 
pretty boiler-plate and most communities 
have policies. Council members said they 
would like to see the city attorney weigh in 
on this before they take action; 

e Discussed the Injury Policy written by the 
city manager, who said an employee got hurt 
and there was no policy on paper. He said it 
is pretty boiler-plate and he put it together 
from policies from other communities. 
Councilwoman Kissel asked if this could 
be sent to the attorney at the same time as 
the Social Media Policy and the rest of the 
council agreed; 

e Approved the refreshing of the Parks and 
Recreation Master Plan by the city manager 
so the city would be eligible to apply for 
county grants. City Manager Smith said he 
updated the demographics in the old plan 
between 2000 and 2020 census and there 
was a Significant change. “I didn’t have a ton 
of new stuff,’ he said, adding, “I refreshed 
it so we have a plan in place to start going 
for grants”; 

e Approved the Washtenaw Area Mutual Aid 
Agreement that is changing into an interlocal 
agreement to address liabilities. Fire Chief 
Brian Loranger said his department also 
belongs to the Western Wayne Group, but 
his department gets more grants and cheaper 
training through Washtenaw; 

e Discussed the list of service contracts 
the city has, which was put together by 
the city manager. He pointed out the Nixle 
agreement expired in 2023, the Priority 
Waste contract expires this year, and the 
dispatch contract extension with Van Buren 
Township is expiring. Mayor Voigt said he 
wants to go out for costs for legal service, 
copy machine maintenance, and recording 
software for water meters; 

e Approved $416,989.92 in accounts payable 
and the following departmental purchases in 
excess of $500: to Blue Ribbon Contracting, 
$4,090 to repair broken sewer in the county 
right of way at 524 E. Huron River Dr. on 
Dec. 14; to Election Source, $860 for coding 
and testing for the November 2023 election; 
to Hennessey Engineers, $3,753 for Harbour 
Pointe road survey work; to McQueen 
Equipment, $13,658.85 for fire department 
purchase of turnout gear; to Michigan 
Cat, $547.52 for fittings for new backhoe; 
and to Work’n’Gear, $1,350 for uniform 
allowance. Included in the accounts payable 
was a check for $2,718.39 for Christian 
Devon Harris, who had been arrested for 
fentanyl possession and the charges were 
dismissed. The 34" District Court ordered 
the city to give him back the cash city police 
had confiscated during the arrest;

Our readers can decide if the 
numbers are fair compensation for the 
services received. Or, they can decide it’s 
time to start coming to meetings to observe 
first-hand what is happening.

Belleville City Manager Jason Smith did 
a refresh of the city’s Parks and Recreation 
Master Plan so the council could approve 
it before a February deadline, which it did. 
That way the city could apply for federal, 
state, and county grants. 

He said he didn’t have anything big to add, 
but he did update the demographics that 
came with the 2020 census. He said those 
changes were substantial. 

The total population in 2000 was 3,997 
and in 2020 it had dropped to 3,978. Total 
households grew slightly from 1,842 to 
1,847 and the average household size 
grew from 2.16 to 2.2. Average family size 
dropped from 2.87 to 2.08. Median age 
grew from 37.5 to 40.9. 

Preschoolers under the age of five grew 
from 238 to 369 and those 65 and over grew 
from 606 to 738. 

Racial composition changed. From being 
87.54% White (3,499) in 2000 it went to 
68.98% (2,744) White in 2020. Black went 
from 7.88% (315) to 16.99% (676) and 
Latino from 2.53% (101) to 5.98% (238). 

Those with high school diplomas went 
from 87.7% to 81.7%; bachelor’s degrees 
from 24.2% to 20.2%; and graduate or

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professional degrees from 10% to 12.1%. 

He wrote: “The median household income 
during the 2020 census for Belleville was 
$51,602, which is up from the 2000 census 
reporting of $44,196; however, this number 
is significantly less when the 2000 median 
household income is adjusted for inflation. 
The median income for the year 2000 when 
viewed in 2020 dollars is $67,481.01. Based 
on Belleville’s average family size of 2.08, 
approximately 28.13% of the population 
lives below the 2023 Federal Poverty 
Guidelines, which is $39,440.”

time the charges have been filed. He said 
the charges first had been filed on July 
26, 2023 and were dismissed by Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on Oct 4 for lack 
of evidence. Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor Mohamed A. Mohamed said 
that was because the Michigan State Police 
laboratory was swamped and didn’t get to 
the pills in time for the court session. 

The charges were refiled on Oct. 5, 
after the MSP had identified the pills as 
fentanyl, and the charge went on the Law 
Enforcement Information Network (LEIN) 
on Oct. 6. Harris was before an out- 
county judge on Oct. 7, but there was no 
paperwork on his arraignment, so he was 
arraigned before his preliminary exam on 
Dec. 6. 

Attorney Martin pointed out that Judge 
Martin [no relationship], who arraigned 
Harris on Jan. 17, also had dismissed 
charges against him on Dec. 6. 

At Harris’ Jan. 17 arraignment, Judge 
Martin said Belleville police had asked 
for $100,000/10% bond to be levied and 
he had eight traffic warrants and was 
on parole on bond for another. Attorney 
Martin requested personal bond for his 
client. 

Judge Martin said that Harris had shown 
up for his court dates and so she ordered 
personal bond of $20,000. She asked his 
attorney to see that his client takes care of

the $1,803 he owes the court for different 
cases. Harris, who was present via Zoom, 
laughed at the judge’s request. 

Attorney Martin said he had no new 
discovery for this new filing and Judge 
Martin said the prosecutor is aware of that 
and is on notice on the discovery issue.
